CITY OF HOMES 


Chicago Dally News:—Since home 


owning promotes good citizenship, It 
is the duty of a municipality to furn- 
ish all the arguments possible tn Its 
favor. 
One of the strongest con- 


ceivable would be the adoption of a 
troneral, well thought out system t.f 
zoning. "With most citizens the fur- 
chase of a homo represents the major 
Investment; It Is necessary that the 
home should be thoroughly protected. 
Proper zoning would give a guaranty 
that there would be no depreciation 
in property due to the Invasion of the 
neighborhood by factories or other 
business concerns. 


The 
municipality should 
furnish 


still other arguments In favor of 
home ownership. Plain evidence ef 
efficiency In municipal operation Mid 
economy 
In expenditure 
would be 


highly persuasive. Many a prospec- 
tive home owner has been deterred by 
the thought of the tax bill and the 
uncertainty as to Its futur» size. This 
consideration Is not so Important with 
the man who builds to rent; the aa- 
sumption 
Is that his 
returns will 


cover all such expenses. But the man 
who owns a house and lives In It la 
face to face with th- tax assessor. 
Reasonable assurance that the tax 
bill will be kept down to a sum pro- 
portioned to the amount of benefit 
received In the way of police and 
fire protection and general adminis- 
tration of other affairs would have 
great value.
